Day told county authori­ 
ties that he struck the of­ 
ficer with a revolver after 
finding him in his home at­ 
tempting to force his at­ 
tentions on Mrs. Day. Beck 
was instantly killed when 
the revolver was discharg­ 
ed, Day claiming it was not 
intentional. 
He confessed 
that the impact of the blow 
•caused the weapon to ex­ 
plode, declaring that he did 
not expect the gun to go 
off.

productive, then follows bankrupt­ 
cy and eventually government owner 
ship with all its attendant evils. If 
they are to succeed, they must not 
•be ham pered by regulation to the 
point where 
they cannot 
function 
properly. 
In other words, cut 
out 
the hampering laws, stop increas­ 
ing taxes, change the slogan, “Soak 
the railroads,” to “ Help the rail­ 
roads,” and give us a chance to do 
for you what we are anxious to do- 
give you the best transportation ser­ 
vice in the world at the lowest cost 
per ton per mile!. 
Should Be 'Modernized. 
“ A billion and a 
half 
dollars 
ought to be spent annually on the 
railroads of the United States for 
three years for enlargem ents and 
extensions alone to bring them up- 
to-date.
